Casino  chips  & tokens  after  all,  are  money! ! Perhaps  not  in  a stric 
legal  sense,  but  I have  yet  to  find  a waiter,  bartender,  bell  hop, 
maid,  waitress  or  cab  driver  who  would  not  accept  them  when  offered 
a tip!  In  fact,  there  are  many  business  who  will  accept  the  currem 
chips  & tokens  in  exchange  for  goods  and  services  here  in  Atlantic  i 

Atlantic  City  gaming  tokens  are  strictly  for  use  in  slot  machines  ai!j 
may  not  be  used  for  wagers  on  table  games.  They  are  issued  only  in 
denomination  of  $1  and  bear  the  name  of  the  casino  that  issued  them 
Tokens  issued  by  casino  "A"  are  supposed  to  be  used  and  redeemed  on!, 
in  casino  "A"  by  law.  However,  most  casinos  accept  tokens  from  oth< 
casinos  and  they  are  used  interchangeably  in  slot  machines.  In  facj 
I have  found  slot  machine  payouts  to  have  mixtures  of  tokens  from  o' 
casinos  and  these  token  mixtures  are  usually  accepted  at  cashier's 
windows  when  presented  for  redemption. 

Atlantic  City  chips  are  for  use  as  wagers  on  table  games  only  and  ca: 
not  be  used  in  slot  machines.  Chips  are  issued  in  denominations  of 
$1  , $2.50,  $5,  $25,  $100,  $500,  $1,000  and  $5,000.  All  Atlantic  Ci() 
chips  are  color  coded  as  to  denomination  regardless  of  which  casinoi 
issued  thems  and  all  are  identified  by  the  name  of  the  casino  usingi 
them.  $1  chips  are  white,  $2.50  chips  are  pink,  $5  chips  are  red, 
$25  chips  are  green,  $100  chips  are  black,  $500  chips  are  purple, 
$1,000  chips  are  organge , $5,000  chips  are  gray.  Colored  stripes  0 
the  rim  help  the  dealer,  cashier  and  security  personel  to  identify  | 
individual  chips  in  stacks,  as  to  which  casino  issued  them.  Unlike 
tokens,  casino  "A"  will  not  redeem  casino  "B"  chips. 


Here  in  New  Jersey  and  most  of  the  surrounding  states  as  well,  one 
board  a bus  and  upon  arrival  in  A.C.  you  can  generally  recover  the 
of  your  bus  tickets  and  even  get  part  of  the  costs  for  an  all-you-c 
eat  buffet  thrown  in.  Some  bus  packages  will  also  give  you  a few 
additional  bucks  over  the  price  of  your  bus  fare  so  that  you  can  par 
icipate  in  your  choice  of  casino  games  offered.  With  10  casinos  no 
open  in  Atlantic  City,  a leisurely  stroll  on  the  famous  boardwalk  i 
a very  healthy  side  benefit  of  enjoying  one's  hobby. 


SO  IF  COINS  GOT.  YOU  DOWN,  You've  tried  to  sell  proof  sets  & mint 
sets  to  dealers  and  you  can't  get  issue  price  for  a lot  of  them  - 
You  bought  a MS  65  and  now  no  one  wants  to  accept  it  as  a MS  60  - 
GET  OUT  of  the  Mint  State  rut  and  stop  "investing  or  speculating" 
and  GET  BACK  to  the  basics  and  enjoyment  of  our  hobby  by  collecting 
for  the  FUN  of  it.  After  all,  that's  how  most  of  us  started,  by 
putting  together  sets  for  our  personal  enjoyment  and  our  own  satisf 
action  of  achieving  a goal.

STILL  MORE  I.G.A.  CHIPS 

by  David  Gladfelter 

With  this  issue  is  included  a chip  from  the  Pennsgrove  I.G.A.  This 
chip  is  the  "K-3r"  variety,  the  most  common  from  Pennsgrove,  and  one 
of  several  being  reported  in  this  issue. 

GREENTREE  I.G.A.,  MARLTON 

In  past  Jerseyana  issues,  39  varieties  of  chips  from  the  Greentree 
store  have  been  reported.  (See  Issue  No.  9»  1982,  page  65»  and  Issue 
No.  22,  March-April  1984,  page  214.)  Two  new  chip  varieties  have  beer 
issued  with  the  "E"  sticker  ( "Greentree/lGA*  in  logo  design),  each  ir 
three  colors  (red,  white  and  blue)  to  bring  the  total  from  this  store 
to  45  varieties.  The  new  chip  varieties  are: 

Variety  6 --  Very  thin,  "Hong  Kong"  on  one  side. 

Variety  7 --  Inner  rims  only,  shaded  centers. 

I have  called  the  new  varieties  E-6r,  E-6w,  E-6b,  E-7r,  E-7w,  and  E-7"t 

PENNSGROVE  I.G.A. 

The  Mazzochi  family  which  owns  the  Greentree  store  used  to  own  a secor 
store  in  Pennsgrove,  across  the  Delaware  River  from  Wilmington,  DE . 
While  they  had  this  store,  they  issued  chips  similar  to  the  Greentree 
I.G.A.  chips,  but  used  red  stickers  to  distinguish  them  from  the  Greer 
tree  chips  which  have  blue  stickers.  They  sold  the  store  late  in  198' 
The  new  owners  continued  to  redeem  the  chips  for  a few  months,  then 
discontinued  them  in  March,  1984.  I have  found  21  varieties,  with  the 
same  chips  and  colors  as  Greentree  but  with  four  different  stickers: 
Variety  H --  "I.G.A."  in  large  white  letters,  red  background. 

Variety  I --  "I.G.A."  in  smaller  black  letters,  red  background. 

Variety  J --  "PENNS/GROVE/l .G . A . " red  background. 

Variety  K --  "Pennsgrove/IGA"  in  logo  design,  red  background. 

Varieties  from  this  store  are: 

H-3r  only  I~3r  only  K-lr,w,b 

H-4r,  w only  I-5r,w,b  K-3r,w  only 

H-5b  only  J-lr,w,b  K-6r,w,b 

J-3r,w  only 

The  J-3  and  K-3  red  and  white  chip  varieties  are  very  common  but  no 
blue  chip  varieties  were  found.  The  likely  reason  is  that  the  owners 
wanted  to  avoid  confusion  with  the  Salem  I.G.A.  chips  which  were  all 
blue.  The  Salem  store  is  only  a few  miles  from  Penns  Grove.  The  Salei 
store  used  a Variety  3 type  blue  chip  that  is  the  same  as  that  used  b; 
the  Greentree  store.  Salem  also  used  a Variety  1 type  blue  chip  that 
was  much  lighter  in  color  than  the  Pennsgrove  or  Greentree  variety  1. 

Salem  I .G . A . 

This  store  also  discontinued  use  of  chips  in  March,  1984.  All  sticke: 
were  the  same,  "SALEM/IGA"  in  logo  design  in  red  printing  on  a large 
white  sticker.  There  were  light  blue  Variety  1 chips,  and  dark  blue 
variety  3 chips.  There  are  only  two  varieties  for  this  store. 

CONCLUSION 

These  articles  have  described  68  different  I.G.A.  chip  varieties  from 
3 New  Jersey  stores,  45  from  the  Greentree  store  in  Marlton,  21  from 
the  Pennsgrove  store  and  2 from  the  Salem  store.  I would  be  interest! 
in  trading  chips  from  other  IGA  stores  (see  my  classified  ad)  and  heai 
of  any  new  varieties.

As  reported  at  the  June  Cherry  Hill  meeting  we  have  the  following 
bank  balances;  Checking  acccunt--$672 .91~-Regular  savings  account-- 
$464,76--Life  membership  account — $95° • 3^--Total  of  $2088.01.

Recently  having  the  good  fortune  of 
finding  this  interesting  medal  at  the 
Fnglishtown  flea  market  to  add  to  my  wife 
Peg's  collection,  I thought  perhaps  I 
could  try  researching  it  fop  this  article 
The  medal  reads  as  follows:  WOMFN  OF  THF 
KU  KLUX  KLAN,  ONF  GOD.ONF  FLAG , ONF  SCHOOL 
the  reverse  is*  NON  SILBA  SFD  ANTHAR , 
(shield  with  cross&initials ) WKKK.NFW 
JFRSKY.  This  piece  is  listed  byD.F. 
BIRDSFLL  as  # KK-218  in  his  1981  catalog  "KU'KLUX  KLAN  TOKENS" 

Inquiring  at  the  library  led  the  reference  librarian  putting  me  on 
hold  until  she  could  check  with  the  New  Jersey  State  Library  for  me. 
Meantime  we  went  on  vacation  and  upon  our  return  the  material  from  t 
library  was  in  my  mail.  A note  stated  "enclosed  is  some  information 
on  the  Women  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan."  As  for  their  motto,  it  translates 
into  "NOT  FOR  SELF, BUT  FOR  OTHERS." 

The  reference  supplied  is  from  "A  DICTIONARY  OF  SECRET  AND  OTH^R 
SOCIETIFS"  compiled  by  Arthur  Preuss,  editor  of  the  Fortnightly  Revi 
St. Louis, Mo.  B. Herder  Book  Co.  St. Louis  Mo. and  London, 1924.  Four  and 
a half  pages  are  devoted  to  the  Knights  Of  The  Ku  Klux  Klan,  and  thi 
is  the  bri#f  write  up  onWomen  Of  The  Ku  Klux  Klan  as  written:  This  i 
one  of  several  female  auxilliaries  of  the  K.K.K.  It  was  chartered 
June  8, 1923 » after  the  split  between  the  Simmons  and  Evans  factions, 
(see  Knights  Of  The  Klu  Klux  Klan)  and  officially  recognized  by  the 
latter  faction  as  against  the  Kamelia,  which  remained  faithful  to 
their  "Emperor"  Simmons.  The  objects  of  the  Women  of  the  K.K.K.  are 
stated  as  follows  in  an  advertisement  inserted  by  the  organization  i 
the  Fellowship  Forum,  4Aug.l923:  White  Supremacy;  Better  schools  and 
more  efficient  education;  The  Protestant  Christian  Religion;  Elimina 
of  Juvenile  delinquency;  Americanism;  The  separation  of  church  and 
state;  Restricted  foreign  immigration.  The  headquarters  of  the  orga 
ization  are  in  the  A.O.U.M.  Building  at  Little  Rock .Arkansas . 

According  to  the  (masonic)  Fellowship  Forum  (7  Jul , 1923 » Vol . Ill ,No .3 
P . 6 ), "several  organizations  of  Protestant  women  already  announced 
their  desire  to  join  with  the  women  of  the  K.K.K.  Among  the  most 
prominent  that  have  applied  for  admittance  to  the  Klan  are  the  ladie 
of  the  Invisible  Fmpire,  The  Pubitan  Daughters  of  America,  Ladies  of 
the  Golden  Mask,  American  Women,  and  Ladies  of  the  Golden  Den.  The 
membership  is  said  to  be  over  200,000.  Mrs.  Lulu  A Markwell  is  the 
National  Commander. 

The  Knights  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  Society  carry  secrecy  to  the  utmost 
extremity,  forbidding  their  members  to  tell  even  their  wives  or 
families  that  they  belong  to  the  organization.  They  call  their 
society  "Invisible  Empire'.'  Charter  was  granted  July  1,1916  but  it 
was  not  until  the  founder ,W .J .Simmons  joined  forces  with  Fdward  Youn, 
Clarke  in  1920  that  the  enterprise  "was  Placed  on  a Paying  basis". 
Their  oath  was  "OBFDIENCE .SFCRECY .FIDELITY , and  KLANISHNESS . " 

The  above  mentioned  Birdsell  catalogs  this  piece  as  follows; 

KK-218 .( 1924 )New  Jersey .Reverse  features  W. K.K.K.  in  shield-Women 
of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan.

HOBOKEN  GETS  A TOKEN 


by  John  De  Palma 


For  nearly  a year  now  the  Hoboken  Parking  Authority  has  had  a parking 
meter  token  in  use.  Apparently  the  fact  that  a token  exists  was  not 
widely  publicized.  Literature  was  sent  to  residents  who  live  in  the 
areas  where  the  special  meters  were  installed.  They  were  informed  th, 
the  tokens  would  enable  them  to  use  the  local  meters  at  a discount. 
The  normal  rate  of  twenty  five  cents  for  one  hour  would  be  greatly 
reduced  with  the  use  of  the  token.  With  the  token  which  sells  for 
twenty  five  cents,  you  can  park  for  either  three  or  four  hours 
depending  on  which  section  of  town  you're  in. 

The  special  meters  were  placed  in  two  separate  areas.  On  the  north 
end  of  Sinatra  Drive  adjacent  to  the  Maxwell  Coffee  plant,  sixty  nine 
meters  were  installed  during  September  of  last  year.  In  January  1985 
an  additional  twenty  three  meters  were  put  into  operation  in  the  sout 
end  of  town  (the  area  of  Bloomfield  and  Garden  streets  between 
Observer  Highway  and  First  street).  The  rate  on  Sinatra  Drive  is 
three  hours  per  token  and  on  the  southern  section  of  town,  four  hours 
per  token. 

These  meters  that  allow  use  of  both  coins  and  tokens  were  purchased 
from  Duncan  Meters  of  Rolling  Meadows , Illinois . At  this  point  the 
exact  number  of  meters  is  somewhat  in  question.  During  a conversation 
with  Joanne  Serrano  of  the  parking  authority  I was  given  the  previous! 
mentioned  figures.  Apparently  the  question  exists  because  there  are 
additional  meters  in  the  areas  that  do  not  accept  the  token.  It  is 
my  conclusion,  after  speaking  with  members  of  the  authority  that  the 
total  number  of  meters  is  ninety  two  with  a possibility  of  as  many 
as  ninety  six. 

The  mintage  figures  of  the  tokens  which  the  parking  authority  obtaine 
from  the  meter  company,  is  said  to  be  ten  thousand.  The  use  of  the 
tokens  is  in  the  experimental  stage.  Whether  or  not  it  will  continue- 
to  be  used  is  still  in  question.  The  parking  authority's  main 
priority  at  present  is  in  obtaining  a new  director  to  replace  Joseph  t 
Hottendorf  who  resigned  recently.  Possibly  soon  after  a new  director 
is  hired  a decision  on  the  future  of  the  tokens  will  be  made. 

Anyone  who  would  like  a sample  of  the  token  for  their  collection 
Can.  do  so  by  writing  the  parking  authority.  Please  send  the  proper 
coin  as  payment  with  a S.A.S.E.  to  cover  return  postage.  I don't 
believe  they  would  mind  orders  of  four  or  less  but  larger  orders  shou 
be  made  in  person.  The  tokens  are  sold  at  the  parking  authority  offi 
in  groups  of  twenty  at  five  dollars.

George  Byron  Adams 
1843  - 1920 


by  Gary  Patterson 


Mr.  Adams  was  born  in  Libertyville , Sussex  County  and  was  considered 
a particularly  true  type  of  American,  being  descended  from  a great, 
great  maternal  grandfather  who  served  as  a Captain  in  the  Revolutions 
War  with  a New  Jersey  regiment  and  fought  in  the  battles  of  Elizabeth 
Germantown,  and  Monmouth.  His  father  was  a recruiting  officer  in  the 
Civil  War  and  his  brother  was  a member  of  the  Fortieth  N.J.  Volunteei 

Mr.  Adams  was  sworn  into  service  on  September  20,  1861  as  a member  oj 
Company  I,  Seventh  New  Jersey  Volunteers,  and  was  discharged  October 
9,  1864  after  three  years  of  continual  service.  He  was  engaged  in  a] 
the  principal  battles  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  including  Glendale, 
Williamsburg,  Fair  Oaks,  Seven  Pines,  Fredericksburgh , Charlottesvil] 
Gettysburgh,  Wilderness  and  at  Petersburg  a few  months  before  Lee's 
surrender.  Though  never  wounded,  he  narrowly  escaped  death  once  whei 
a bullet  passed  through  his  hat. 

In  1888  Mr.  Adams  moved  to  Irvington  from  Newark  and  held  two  officaj 
positions  with  the  town.  He  later  became  the  first  president  of  the 
Irvington  Library  Board  of  Trustees.  He  was  a manufacturer  of  jewel] 
by  trade  having  invented  and  patented  forty-nine  different  novelty 
articles . 

One  such  patent  (granted  in  1896)  would  start  a revolutionary  craze 
that  took  this  country  by  storm.  The  invention,  better  known  as  the 
Pin-Back  Button,  was  sold  to  the  Whitehead  & Hoag  Company  of  Newark 
who  made  and  sold  millions  that  first  year  to  campains,  Tobacco 
companies,  and  etc; 

Mr.  Adams  had  been  in  poor  health  for  the  last  20  years  of  his  life 
as  a result  of  exposure  during  the  Civil  War.  He  died  a month  befor 
his  77th  birthday  due  to  complications  from  an  attack  of  influenza 
and  old  age.

The  Atlantic  City  Hilton  never  opened  as  they  were  denied  a casino  license  by 
the  New  Jersey  Casino  Control  Commission  in  May  of  1985.  With  interest  pay- 
ments due  of  $1,000,000  per  month  on  Hilton's  construction  financing,  and  the 
prospects  of  losing  the  entire  1985  gambling  season  waiting  for  appeals  to  be 
heard,  Hilton  sold  the  virtually  completely  built  casino  to  Donald  Trump  for 
$330  million  dollars.  The  casino  opened  six  weeks  later,  on  June  18th,  and 
was  re-named,  "Trump's  Castle".  Hilton  chips  are  presently  in  use  at  Trump's 
Castle  until  new  ones  are  issued  by  the  new  casino  owner,  Donald  Trump. 


DUMB  LUCK

In  1973  when  the  Feisel  Catalog  of  Parking  Tokens  came  out  I was 
i surprised  to  see  a wooden  nickel  issued  by  the  Suburban  Trust  Co.  in 
Plainfield.  My  surprise  was  because  I had  lived  in  Plainfield  all  my 
life  and  had  banked  at  Suburban  Trust  for  over  ten  years  but  had  never 
heard  of  or  seen  the  token. 

.On  inquiring  at  the  bank  one  officer  told  me  she  remembered  the  redeemed 
[tokens  being  in  a box  but  after  laying  around  for  several  years  they 
:were  thrown  out.  I asked  all  the  tellers  if  by  chance  they  had  one, 

.even  offering  $5.00  for  one  but  most  didn't  remember  it.  For  several 
lyears  I asked  whenever  in  the  bank  with  no  results,  and  finally  I moved 
away  and  closed  out  my  account. 

Being  a serious  token  and  paper  money  collector  I try  to  get  into  various 
.coin  shops  whenever  possible.  This  past  March  I went  into  a shop, about 
15  miles  from  Plainfield,  that  rarely  has  anything  of  interest.  After 
.asking  for  tokens  and  being  told  only  some  wooden  nickels,  which  I don't 
^collect,  and  seeing  the  owner  was  busy  with  a stamp  collector,  I started 
to  leave.  As  I got  to  the  door  he  called  out  he  had  some  new  paper  money. 
>Back  I go  to  look  thru  a pile  of  wrinkled  and  ugly  Confederate  currency, 
.all  very  common  and  greatly  overpriced.  While  looking  at  the  paper  I 
/saw  a bowl  of  woodsn  nickels  and  sitting  on  top  is  one  from  a North 
;Plainfield  gun  shop  which  I had  never  seen.  If  possible  I always  like 
to  purchase  something  to  keep  up  the  store  owners  interest,  so  I looked 
:thru  the  bowl.  The  first  two  were  from  New  Jersey,  then  some  Pennsylvania 
.coin  club  woods  and  about  7 or  8 down  up  pops  the  Suburban  parking  nickel, 
Never  having  seen  one  I think  I stared  at  it  for  several  minutes  and  then 
quickly  looked  thru  the  balance  hoping  for  another  but  with  no  further 
luck.  I asked  how  much  the  three  Jerseys  were  only  to  have  the  dealer 
;tell  me  he  wanted  to  sell  all  19  pieces  as  a lot.  Fearing  the  worst  I 
tasked  how  much  and  after  paying  him  $1 . 06  (he  charged  me  sales  tax)  I 
walked  out  feeling  very  happy. 

I've  gone  back  to  this  shop  once  a month  for  the  past  six  months  and 
icome  up  empty  every  time.  I'll  keep  going  back  because  I still  need  the 
;Plainfield  YMCA  parking  token  which  I also  have  never  seen  and  maybe  I'll 
get  lucky  twice.
